That Majority Reurta&r which so much was
L3 3

At the last meeting of the Public Buildings
Commission there were submitted two reports
from the Committee on Location—the minority
againet, and the majority for,the building of the
structure on the intersection. This last report,
which §8 too elaborate to be printed in full, con-
cludes with an answer to a commuunleation sent
by the anti-intersectionists to the commission,
and thus concludes:—

Your committee are unable to gee anything in the
communiestion which should lead the commission
to hesitate & moment in proceeding promptly, and
with the utmost degpatch consistent with the
pecurity and solldity of the work, to erect the public
bulldings upon the Intersection of Broad and Market
Etreets, as already determined upon,Sand unless they
are hindered and obstructed iju the discharge of
their duties, they see no reason why the ba dlngl
ghould not 'be fully completed by the time of the
centennial anniversary Amertcan Independence,
when the many thousand visitors, who in the lan-
guage of the communication *‘doubtiess will honor
our clty with their presence in 1578," will have the
gatisfaction of seeing that Phlladelphia has placed
her publis bulldings upon a site where they can be
gocn to the best advantege, and from each of the
four sldes of which & poble vista will stretoh to the
four pointa of the compass, af far a8 the eye can
reach,

Architeet McArthur, In answer to the resolu-
tion of the commission, also submlitied a state-
ment detalling the two proposed plans for the
buildings—first for & bulldiog on the Intersee-
tion; second, for a bullding on each of the plows
of ground as now lald out, thus: —

Plan No. 1 exhibits the four plots, as desoribed in
the resolution, with the streets surrounnding tham of
the same width a8 Broad strect, and are a* followa.
—Noitheast plot, $47 feet 6 luched by 185 feot, con-

tive capacity more spparent, the bulldiags erected
upon the southeast and southwest ploia would be
much smsller than the aew Masonle temple, at
Broad and Fiibert stréels, and those upon the other
two plots only & trifle larger.
